Man who killed wife 
detained in hospital 

A MAN has been sent to a secure mental 
hospital after he admitted killing his wife 
from whom he was living separately. 

Somali national Bashir Ali, 42, stabbed 
Deeqa Ibrahim, 41, repeatedly after she 
visited the flat where he was staying, in 
Bramble Close, South Tottenham, on the 
evening of November 23 last year. 

Deeqa, a Somali-born British national, had 
lived with Ali in Ealing, west London, until 
they split up in 2015. 

Ambulance crews and police officers 
battled to save her life, but she was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

The couple’s two sons and two daughters, 
aged between four and nine, lived with 
Deeqa at the time. 

At the Old Bailey last Wednesday, Bashir 
was sentenced to a hospital order under the 
and a restriction order under the Mental 
Health Act 1983, having previously pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter on the grounds of 
diminished responsibility.

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Marchers protest at 
school funding cuts

HUNDREDS of parents joined a 
march last weekend to protest about 
cuts in school funding. 

The noisy procession left Hazel¬ 
wood Schools, in Palmers Green, at 
1 lam on Saturday, travelled through 
Green Lanes and ended in Broom¬ 
field Park with a picnic. 

Protesters say that current plans 
mean an eight per cent reduction in 
funding, with Hazelwood infant and 
junior schools, in Hazelwood Lane, 
which have about 650 pupils, set to 
lose the equivalent of eight teachers. 

Campaigners have been protesting 
about cuts for several months and 
they say that independent studies 
suggest schools across the Enfield 
area will lose cash and teachers. 

Labour’s prospective parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Enfield Southgate 
Bambos Charalambous was on the 
march and Conservative candidate 
David Burrowes attended the picnic. 
Liberal Democrat and Green Party 
supporters also attended. 

The Conservatives say they will 
increase education spending if they 
are re-elected on June 8 and earlier 
this year Mr Burrowes called for 
more money for schools. 

The Tories’ claim is disputed by 
the march organisers, who argue 


that research carried out by the 
Institute of Fiscal Studies, an inde¬ 
pendent research organisation, 
shows that schools will still lose 
seven per cent per pupil funding in 
real terms under election manifesto 
commitments. 

March organiser Ruth Donaldson 
said: “We organised the march to 
give parents a voice and request that 


all the parties, and their representa¬ 
tives currently seeking election, pro¬ 
tect the current per pupil funding 
levels. 

“It went really well - we got about 
280 on the march. We hope that by 
bringing parents together, our politi¬ 
cians will have no choice but to take 
our concerns seriously and act to 
protect funding for all our schools.”

TWO people died on Enfield’s roads in 
the space of three days over the bank 
holiday weekend. 

A 53-year-old man died crossing Hertford

In Monday’s fatality, involving the 
pedestrian, a 23-year-old car driver was 
arrested on suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving and driving under the 
influence of drugs. 

The driver of the car involved in the fatal 
accident on Saturday was also arrested by 
police. Flowers were laid in memory of the 
motorcyclist at the spot where he lost his 
life, pictured above.

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Ryan vows to 
protect winter 
fuel allowance 

CONSERVATIVE manifesto propos¬ 
als to scrap winter fuel payments for 
pensioners and make the elderly pay 
for care by using the equity from 
their family home have been branded 
“disgraceful” by Labour’s candidate 
for Enfield North Joan Ryan. 

She claimed that axing the £300 
winter fuel payment would see 
11,800 pensioners in the con¬ 
stituency lose the allowance. 

And she hit out at making pen¬ 
sioners liable to pay for care with 
their family home, which could 
potentially see them stripped of all 
but £100,000 of their assets. 

“It’s disgraceful the Conservative 
Party is putting the financial secu¬ 
rity of older people living in Enfield 
North at risk,” she said.

Education is 
knife crime, 


key to tackling 
says Greening

EDUCATION Secretary Justine Green¬ 
ing said schools needed to tackle knife 
crime “early on” by delivering “the 
right advice at the right time” during a 
visit to Enfield last Friday. 

She was following Home Secretary 
Amber Rudd to North Enfield Conser¬ 
vative Club, in Baker Street, on Mon¬ 
day last week after the borough’s spate 
of stabbings. 

Ms Greening echoed Ms Rudd’s con¬ 
cern about educating primary school 
children about the dangers or knife 
crime and gangs. 

She said there needed to be a “range 
of interventions” delivered in schools 
so that young people were aware of 
when to “flag up concerns”. 

“We have to start early to give the 
children the confidence to say, ‘I don’t 
think that’s right. I don’t want to do it’,” 
said Ms Greening. 


She also highlighted the responsibil¬ 
ity head teachers have in encouraging 
speakers and “role models” to visit 
schools to share personal accounts of 
the horrors of knife crime. 

“I think for London head teachers in 
particular it’s important to make sure 
they invite speakers to help keep young 
people safe,” she said, “and make sure 
the prevailing wisdom among children 
in bringing a knife to school is not just 
stupid and wrong, but it could cost 
them their life.” 

Nick de Bois, the Tory prospective 
parliamentary candidate for Enfield 
North, also discussed his concerns with 
Ms Greening. 

Mr de Bois spearheaded Enfield’s 
Law in deterring young people from 
carrying knives with the two-strikes- 
and-out legislation which was passed 
through parliament before he lost the 
seat in the 2015 general election. 

He said knife prevention talks in 
schools were effective because they had

a “lasting effect” on young people. He 
said, however, that some schools in 
the borough had been “reluctant” to 
hold talks and that “part of the 
challenge” was to promote leadership 


in the community to encourage more to 
get involved. 

A public meeting organised by the 
Enfield NUT (National Union of Teach¬ 
ers) to discuss further Tory education 
funding cuts was postponed after the 
Manchester terrorist attack - but Ms 
Greening insisted “standards are rising” 
across Enfield schools with 91 rated as 
“good or outstanding” by Ofsted. 

Despite concerns among teachers and 
parents about proposed cuts, she attrib¬ 
uted the achievement to government 
reform with increased focus on maths 
and English, discipline in classrooms 
and a strong curriculum. 

Ms Greening added that this year’s 
budget announced an increase in 
investment in further education col¬ 
leges and new technical qualifications 
known as T-levels. 

“Over time it’s going to transform 
millions of people and thousands in 
Enfield who have a different view other 
than going to university,” she said. 


Flint: ‘Prevention, not tougher punishments, is what is needed’ 


PREVENTION rather than tougher 
punishment is what’s needed to 
tackle the scourge of knife crime, 
according to the Green Party 
candidate for Enfield Southgate 
David Flint. 

He said that laws must be enforced 
and cuts to police manpower 


reversed, but claimed prevention was 
the key. That, he said, required 
community action in schools and 
youth clubs and families to engage 
with teenagers “to show them 
carrying a knife is a bad idea”. 

“The best people to carry this 
message are not police and teachers, 


but young people who have seen this 
at first hand,” added Mr Flint. 

“Next we need to restore the cuts 
to youth services to provide more 
things for young people to do - and 
more sense that they are valued.” 

But a root cause was social 
inequality, he claimed. 


“Rates of violence are higher in 
more unequal societies and Britain 
today is a very unequal society,” he 
said. “If we’re serious about violence, 
we need to reduce inequality” - and 
claimed that the Green Party’s 
policies offered a brighter future for 
young people.

A 62-YEAR-OLD remains in a “criti¬ 
cal” condition in hospital after she and 
another woman pedestrian were the vic¬ 
tims of a hit-and-run driver in Edmonton 
on Friday night. 

The second woman, aged 32, was also 
badly injured, but is now described as 
“stable.” They were crossing Bury Street 
at 11.15pm when they were struck by 
what police believe was a light coloured 
Mercedes estate. 

Police have made a fresh appeal for 
witnesses to the fail-to-stop collision or 
for information about the identity of 
the driver. 


“The injured women are fortunate 
not to have lost their lives, but sadly 
there is a possibility they will be 
left with life-changing injuries,” said 
Detective Sergeant John Woods, of 
the Met Police’s Serious Collision 
Investigation Unit. 

“It is of paramount importance that 
the person responsible for inflicting 
such injuries on these women is 
caught immediately. 

“Although this incident occurred dur¬ 
ing the night, there would have been a 
number of road users who would have 
seen the incident itself or the events 


leading up to it,” he added. He said that 
the vehicle involved would have sus¬ 
tained significant damage to its front, 
bonnet and windscreen and urged any¬ 
one who might have seen or knows of a 
vehicle matching the description to get 
in contact with police.

Schoolboy arrested 
over fatal stabbing 


A 14-YEAR-OLD boy has been 
arrested following the fatal 
stabbing of Joao Gomes. 

The schoolboy has been 
questioned and released under 
investigation. 

Police were called to a brawl 
involving a number of people in 
Hertford Road, Enfield Highway, 
shortly after 10.30pm on Saturday, 
May 13. 

Officers found 18-year-old Joao 
suffering from stab injuries. He 
was pronounced dead at the scene. 

A post-mortem examination gave 
the cause of death as a stab wound 
to the chest. 

Two other men - aged 19 and 


17 - were discovered nearby in 
Palmers Lane, also suffering from 
stab injuries.

Residents call for 
bloodshed to end

RESIDENTS called for an end to the bloodshed 
following the spate of stabbings in Enfield at an 
emergency public meeting last week. 

They were informed of the action being taken 
against knife crime by a panel of police officers 
and councillors who responded to their concerns 
at St James’ Church, in Hertford Road, Enfield 
Highway, on Wednesday. 

Detective Superintendent Tony Kelly, who is 
responsible for public protection in the borough, 
gave an update on the ongoing investigations into 
knife crime, which, he stressed, were “not all 
gang-related”. 

However, he said the most recent stabbing of a 
17-year-old boy “could be gang-related”. The 
teenager was stabbed in the upper leg and buttocks 
in Bush Hill Park on May 17. 

“The nature of his injuries lead me to suspect 
it was a sign of disrespect, so it could be gang- 
related,” explained Det Supt Kelly. “We also 
think he was a vulnerable person who got caught 
up in something.” 

Det Supt Kelly said that the fatal stabbing of 
Joao Gomes, 18, in Hertford Road, Enfield High¬ 
way, was not believed to be gang-related. 

“We think potentially it was a robbery,” he said. 

Others on the panel included Inspector Erica 
Crawshaw and Superintendent Jenny Barnett, 
from Enfield police. 


Enfield Council’s cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity safety and public health Krystle Fonyonga 
also attended, along with mayor of Enfield Chris¬ 
tine Hamilton and the council’s head of commu¬ 
nity safety Andrea Clemons. 

Ms Fonyonga highlighted the need for “pre¬ 
vention work” and “early intervention”, which, 
she said, was being delivered in various forms in 
primary and secondary schools. 

“I’ve always been an advocate for reaching out 
to young people, so I’ve been pushing for us to 
go into schools,” she explained. 

Det Supt Kelly added that Enfield now had 
“red borough” status because of increasing knife 
crime. “Something has happened in Enfield over 
and above the stabbings in London,” he said. 

“What is worrying is there has been nearly a 
100 per cent increase since last year in crimes 
where a knife has been used.” 

However, he said the London-wide knife pre¬ 
vention scheme Operation Sceptre had been 
“very successful” in the borough and Operation 
Bremont had resulted in 93 arrests in the first 
three weeks since it was launched. 

He said there had been 83 weapons sweeps and 
teams of officers were patrolling estates with an 
increase in street policing and officers from the 
Territorial Support Group. 

The police have made knife crime prevention a 
priority through tactics including early identifi¬ 
cation of knife offenders as well as “disrupting 
and prosecuting knife-carrying criminals”. 


More police needed on the streets, 
urges anti-knife crime campaigner 


A STAUNCH campaigner against knife crime in 
the borough called for “more police officers” on 
the streets as she led protesters on a second peace 
march she organised on Saturday. 

Mum-of-one Angela Bailey said she was “dis¬ 
appointed” that no more than 20 protesters 
turned up, compared to 80 at last week’s silent 
Walk of Peace. 

“We are still going to challenge this issue,” she 
insisted, “so that the next generation, which is my 
son’s age, won’t have this devastating problem 
when they grow up.” 

Ms Bailey, a funeral director, who lives in 
Hertford Road, led the small group of protesters 
through Enfield Town. 

In a letter to the Prime Minister Theresa May, 
she is calling for more officers in the borough 
“to make our streets safer for our children to 
grow up in.” 

A draft letter has been posted on the Facebook 
community page We Love Our Highway in 
which Ms Bailey is hoping to galvanise support 


and is asking residents to sign and send the letter 
to Downing Street. 

She is calling for Mrs May to “rethink the cuts” 
to the number of officers on the street, imple¬ 
mented during her time as Home Secretary. 

“She’s going to have to stand up and realise 
something needs to be done and more officers 
are needed,” said Ms Bailey. 

She also highlighted the role that the commu¬ 
nity needed to play. 

“They need to realise that this is something we 
can change,” she said, “and that it’s their children 
who are likely to be at risk.” 

Ms Bailey will be holding a meeting with actor 
Ross Kemp on Friday to discuss campaign work 
against knife crime. 

“I’m hoping that with Ross’ support it will help 
improve the campaign because of his work with 
gangs,” she added. “If we continue our support 
against knife crime and campaigning, it might 
encourage the council to do more - but give them 
their due they are doing a lot.”

AN art student has won a presti¬ 
gious award for her children’s pic¬ 
ture book illustration ideas as well 
as an opportunity to publish her 
work with an acclaimed author.

“I asked Rachel if I really was 
the winner and she reassured and 
congratulated me.” 

Isobel said the book especially 
appealed to her because the mes¬ 
sage “resonated with her” and was 
quite personal after she experienced 
bullying as a child. 

“The story is about accepting 
people who are different,” she 
explained. “It’s very important to

teach children from a young age to 
be tolerant of others.” 

Isobel will be meeting publishers 
to discuss illustrating one of 
Rachel’s children’s books. 

She also won a £1,000 prize, 
which she will be putting towards 
her savings for a flat and a few of 
her favourite comic books, which 
she treats herself to each month. 


“It has turned out ridiculously 
well for me,” she said. “I thought 1 
would have had to be in the busi¬ 
ness for at least five years to be 
given this opportunity.” 

After graduating Isobel hopes to 
pursue a career as an illustrator in 
publishing. 

“It has certainly helped to get my 
foot in the door,” she added.

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School gets a slice of the action with expert help 


USING their loaves to learn is precisely what 
special needs pupils were doing as part of a 
week-long series of bread-themed activities at 
their primary school. 

The 112 youngsters at Russet House, a school 
for children with autism in Autumn Close, 
Enfield, had fun last week baking their own bread, 
taking part in healthy sandwich-making sessions, 
creating sculptures and running their own shop. 

The practical-based classroom sessions owed 
much to the involvement of baking firm Warbur- 
tons, Ponders End-based millers Wrights Flour, 
Thomas Ridley Foods, Enfield Catering Com¬ 
pany and Middleton Foods. 

They all donated ingredients for free as well as 
providing the expertise in staging the workshops 
as part of educational programmes for schools. 

That included the arrival of a Warburtons deliv¬ 
ery lorry with 40 bread baskets of loaves which 
the youngsters helped to unload before getting to 
sit in the driver’s cab and operate the tailgate lift. 

The freshly-baked loaves were provided for a 
pop-up bread shop run by the children and were 
sold to parents. 


“Bread is something in which children with 
autism have an interest, both because their diets 
are limited and because of its tactile nature and I 
wanted to see if we could introduce some practi¬ 
cal-based science around it,” said school science 
co-ordinator and class teacher Graham Kilwin. 

“The pupils were able to make bread without 
the messy kneading because Warburtons sup¬ 
plied sealed freezer bags in which the mix was 
contained - and that enabled youngsters to 
squeeze and mould the mixture before baking 
and eating the bread they had made. 

“The pop-up bread shop also helped them 
experience handling and exchanging money as 
well as social skills.” 

And it wasn’t just the students who got to 
knead dough and sieve flour. Parents were also 
involved at an evening workshop where they 
learned about baking, how to make cheap, bread- 
based meals, nutrition and gluten-free bread. 

“It was a highly rewarding for pupils, parents 
and staff and we have to thank the generosity of 
all those companies who contributed to making it 
such a success,” added Mr Kilwin.

C ALL this the entry-level ver¬ 
sion of the GTC4Lusso and 
you’ll upset some very proud 
Italian engineers. 

Ferrari’s shooting brake might now 
come with the brand’s turbocharged 
V8 - hence the ‘T’ in the name - and 
circa £30,000 lopped off the asking 
price, but there’s a lot more to it than 
simply offering an alternative to the 
naturally aspirated VI2. 

I’m assured that so much love and 
attention goes into everything the Ital¬ 
ian carmaker does that it considers 
this a wholly different car - the “sixth 
product” in its line-up, to be precise. 

The engine, which we’re familiar 
with from the 488 GTB supercar, 
has been given new pistons and a 
new intercooler design, while the 
exhaust system has been reworked to 
reduce pressure. 

On the face of it, the smaller engine 
is better suited than the VI2 to GT 


car duties because it’ll go about 30 
per cent longer between fuel stops. 

The 10.25-inch high-definition 
touchscreen, introduced with the VI2 
model, works like a tablet and is 
excellent, while the passenger’s 
screen gets new features including 
the ability to add navigation way- 
points and take control of the music. 

The GTC4Lusso is loosely based 
on its forebear, the FF. Only the chas¬ 
sis and some of the cabin shape have 
been retained, the rest is redesigned. 

An engineer told us he would guess 
it’s “about 70 per cent new”, with a lot 
of the changes to the exterior coming 
from improving aerodynamic perfor¬ 
mance and modernising the styling. 

Inside, comfort is almost excellent. 
The seat design is clearly geared 
towards being sporty - a very good 
thing when you’re going great guns, 
but mile-munching isn’t quite as lux¬ 
urious as it could be. 

Before the FF and then the 
GTC4Lusso, Ferrari owners who 


wanted to take a weekend away with 
the family had to buy a second car or 
send Jeeves ahead with the luggage. 

Perhaps the only negative space- 
wise is within the cabin. For front 
passengers there’s more than enough 
room, but six-foot-plus passengers in 
the back will suffer slightly as 
legroom isn’t brilliant, while the low 
roof could get a little claustrophobic. 

Lift the imposing bonnet and a 3.9- 
litre V8 can be seen tucked deep 
within the engine bay - behind the 
front axle to aid weight distribution. 
It almost looks a little lost in a bay 
designed to hold the 6.3-litre V12, 
but it’s far from lacking theatre. 

Performance is suitably ballistic. 
Considering the GTC4Lusso T is 
designed with long-distance cruising 
in mind, with 602bhp and 760Nm of 
torque - less power than the VI2, but 
more torque - there’s more than 
enough performance to pin you to the 
back of your seat should you desire. 

The engine doesn’t quite sing like 


Ferraris of old, but there’s a deep, 
gravelly tone that gives the car an 
aggressive, purposeful demeanour. 

In Ferrari’s 488 GTB supercar, the 
power delivery feels like a drop kick 
to the back, but here that monstrous 
torque comes in with a surge. That’s 
because Ferrari manages the boost 
levels so that they increase as revs 
rise - it’s more becoming of a car 
with everyday sensibilities in mind. 

The roads heading south from Pisa 
on Italy’s west coast were a true test 
of the GTC4Lusso T’s ride - after an 
hour on cruise control I vowed never 
to complain about Britain’s broken 
road network ever again. 

However, it was useful because it 
tested the car’s livability - there’s no 
getting away from the fact it doesn’t 
quite iron out crumbled surfaces as a 
Bentley can, although it performed 
well for the most part. It’s the trade¬ 
off for being arrow-sharp in the cor¬ 
ners, so choosing between rivals will 
come down to needs and wants.
